Fall heat sucks up Alberta wetlands 

Hunting season expected to suffer

An unseasonably hot September in this province will 
make waterfowl as scarce as the wetlands this year. 

“We are seeing a perfect storm scenario that is making 
things really poor from a waterfowl perspective," said 
Jonathon Thompson, biologist with Ducks Unlimited 
('anada. 

“This will certainly impact those seeking good hunting 
opportunities in southern Alberta this season.” 

Communities in the province, including Didsbury, were 
hit with a blast of desert heat this fall, making this one of 
tin* hottest season starts since 1938. And although we may 
have enjoyed temperatures six degrees higher than usual, 
it ordy compounded problems with local wetlands. 

According to Thompson, marches and swamps started 
to dry in 2008. There has been little moisture to replace 
the water since then and as a result Alberta has lost 19 per 
cent of its wetlands. 

With basins parched and cracked, waterfowl have been 
left without a place to breed, dwindling the numbers of 
birds in Alberta. Ducks Unlimited has seen a 22 per cent 


drop in waterfowl, including a 14 per cent decrease in 
Mallard Ducks and 28 per cent fewer Northern Pintail. 

“I could go on and on 
talking about the numbers 
of species impacted by 
this drought, which has 
made wetlands scarce,” 

Thompson said. 

The drought this year 
could impact the numbers 
of birds we see hatched 
next spring. With a dry fall 
season, there is usually a 
poor frost seal, so winter 
rain soaks into the ground 
instead of running off into 
ponds, bogs and other 
water bodies, Thompson 
said. 

Environment Canada cli¬ 
matologist, David Phillips, isn’t sun- conditions will 
improve over the winter. El Nino could hit Alberta this 
winter, making November, December and January 


wanner and drier than years past. 

“We are getting some conflicting reports saying El Nino 
could bring a warm and dry winter or that we could see a 
colder than usual winter. If the past is an indication of the 
future...El Nino will win out,” Phillips said. 

In the last (50 years, the Didsbury area has seen 17 
winters where we got a blast of tropical pacific air; 13 of 
those produced winters that were wanu and four pro¬ 
duced winters colder than usual. Ten El Nino weather sys¬ 
tems created a drier (him average atmosphere. 

Thompson can only hope Alberta will see enough rain 
to eventually refill dry basins. 

In the meantime “it’s important we stress these wet¬ 
lands be saved even though there is nothing in them right 
now. When they do re-flood, they will again become 
extremely productive areas for waterfowl.” 

With too little water and too few ducks, hunters could 
pick up the stakes and move to more favourable hunting 
grounds - like the American prairies. 

“In North and South Dakota conditions were...biblical¬ 
ly wet and waterfowl responded positively to that. There 
were about 13 million breeding ducks there, the highest 
number recorded in modem history," Thompson said

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Farmers combine crop for charity

Twelve farmers broke away from their own crops last week 
to harvest one for Third World countries. 

And for the first time ever, Larry Mullen was among them. 

For years Mullen watched combines congregate on tire hill 
above the Zion Evangelical Missionary ('hurch to harvest bar¬ 
ley for the Canadian Foodgrains Bank, an organization that 
sends aid overseas. 

Ik- wanted to join their ranks but until now it was never the 
right time. 

“1 just finished h;uvesting my crop and I’m wiiiting on my 
canola, so 1 thought I’d come and help out," he said as he 
emptied kernels into a grain truck. 

“This is about giving a hand where it’s needed. It’s a great 
cause." 

Mullen was surprised at how few combines there were tak¬ 
ing off the crop this year. There were five, where there usual¬ 
ly are 10, although he’s not complaining. Even with five, har¬ 
vesting 100 acres of land went a lot faster than if he were 
doing it himself. 

“It takes me alrout 10 hours to do a quarter section. Oh yea 
this definitely speeds up the process," he said. 

From the road, Willard Stauffer, organizer, watched the 
coordinated effort of Mullen and other volunteers as they 
moved along rows of swathed barley. 

It never ceases to amaze him how many fanners get togeth¬ 
er this time of year to harvest the charity crop when they 
have their own yield to collect. 

“Tills shows the basic values of sharing...giving what we 
have to those who don’t. It gives us fanners the chance to 
help people.” 

Eight years ago, Stauffer heljied get this project rooted in 
the community with the lielief the need for food and other aid 
overseas far exceeded that in his own region. 

That’s not to say there aren’t hungry people in Mountain 
View County, just that the need seems more prevalent on the 
drought-ravaged plains of some countries and the dirty slums 
of others. 

“Here, neighbours seem to care for each other when times 
an* tough. People don’t need to go through an organization 
for help.” 

“And if a farmer was sick or couldn’t take his crop off or 
whatever, then he could depend on other farmers to get 
involved and harvest that field for him. It's what we do,” he 
said. 

Spectators came out Tuesday afternoon to see fanners col¬

lect nearly 8,000 bushels of barley. They ate sandwiches and 
drank pop under the scorching heat of the sun, celebrating 
the end to a year-long project and watching with interest as 
five combines worked in concert. 

All across Alberta fields like this one art' being harvested 
for unmet people around the globe. 

“This is huge here. Harvest is a celebration of a finished 
project,” said Terrance Barg, regional coordinator for the 
Canadian Foodgrains Bank. 

Each group of project organizers, like those in Didsbury, 
spends the year planting and maintaining tills crop until the 
fall. Often everything to do with the crop Is donated, from the 
land and seed to fuel and equipment, so farmers can afford to 
give the yield away. 

Harvesting the crop is an exciting event by the time 
September rolls around, Barg said. 

"Anywhere from five to 25 combines come out. This year 


Strathmore was going to break the world record with 100 
combines out there, but their fields got hailed out,” Barg said. 

A lot of the crops were damaged by storms that ravaged 
Alberta over the summer and as a result there could be less 
revenue heading into the food bank this year. 

“As farmers, we realize that this is all part of the farming 
kind of lift' and we will take whatever donations are there,” 
Barg said. 

Ninety per cent of what’s raised after the harvest is convert¬ 
ed into cash and put towards programs overseas that either 
give out food to the hungry or help with sustainable projects, 
such as agriculture instruction and irrigation systems. 

Over 13,000 acres of crop will be taken off fields in Canada 
this year on 207 grow sites. Every dollar local farmers raise 
when they sell the crop, the government will match fourfold, 
l-ast year, just under $49 million was pipelined from Canada 
to 76 countries worldwide.

The ongoing war over the future 
of Alberta's health-rare system has 
-cs* taken yet another troubling turn 

with news that long-term care 
beds be the next 

9|H ground. 

The uncertainty created by this 
latest revelation has understandably created wide¬ 
spread concern among West Central Alberta resi¬ 
dents of all ages, and among seniors in particular. 

According to a leaked document released by the 
opposition NDP, the Stelmach Tories plan to axe 
thousands of long-term cart 1 beds, mostly occupied 
by elderly patients who require heightened medical 
care. 

“1 have not seen a deception like tills in 20 years 
that I have been involved in politics,” said NDP 
Leader Brian Mason “It is unconscionable. What will 
happen is that seniors who need long-term care, 
who need a high level of care, will end up in assist¬ 
ed living, where they don't get that care. And every¬ 
thing they need, from their drugs to any nursing care 
to their furniture, they have to pay for separately.” 

hi response, Premier Ed Stelmach has been quick 
to say that no firm plans have been marie regarding 
the beds - and that Albertans will simply need to 
wait to see what the government plans to do. 

This troubling uncertainty about long-term cart 1 
beds comes on the heels of several other recent 
developments that have also raised concerns. 

For example, Alberta Health Services (AHS), 
which operates wholly under the direction of the 
Stelmach government, is currently conducting an 
extensive review of all rural hospitals in the 
province. 

The Tories have not ruled out downgrading or 
closing hospitals in Olds, Didsbury, Sundre, Innisfail 
or anywhere else in the province. As with long-term 
care beds, tbe government's message here also 
seems to be wait and see. 

A similar review of helipads at rural hospitals is 
also underway. 

As well, the recent introduction of a new AHS 
Code of Conduct that prohibits health-care workers 
from speaking out about health system concerns 
has lead to widespread discontent among many 
health workers. 

hi a related vein, the United Nurses of Allierta, rep¬ 
resenting thousands of registered nurses, has 
launched a formal complaint against AHS CEO Dr. 
Stephen Duckett, saying he has failed to maintain 
acceptable standards of “ethics and integrity”. 

With so much uncertainty surrounding the health 
system these days is it any wonder that residents 
everywhere an* starting to question what in the 
w orld the Stelmach Tories an* doing*? 

In these uncertain economic times, the multi-front 
health-care w ar now raging is anything but comfort¬ 
ing. 

Perhaps Premier Stelmach and his ministers need 
to lie reminded yet again that they are in office to 
serve the interests of all Alliertans - and not to dis¬ 
mantle or unduly disrupt the vital health-care sys¬ 
tem.

are determined to crack this problem, 
reduce wait times and reduce the 
number of people that are being held 
in emergency departments. 

There will be adjustments over time. 
The staffing mix for long-term care 
and supportive living is different from 
what’s needed in an acute care hospi¬ 
tal. But this plan meets the real needs 
of patients, and gives us a better bal¬ 
ance of hospital and community beds. 

Them are some savings attached to 
this but that’s because we’re spending 
smarter. We’re actually addressing a 
long-term issue that’s never been 
effectively addressed. 

Small changes will not have the 
impact we need, but we know we have 
a serious problem here with hundreds 
of Albertans in the wrong place - in 
hospitals. We are making a deep com¬ 
mitment to create more capacity in the 
community so the whole system bene¬ 
fits. 

This problem did not arise overnight 
and it will not be solved overnight, but 
we cannot continue to ignore it, partic¬ 
ularly since the baby boomer popula¬ 
tion continues to age. We need to solve 
this now and invest in the community 
living spaces year after year for a 
decade to come.

Sure it’s about 
efficiency and making the best use of 
resources - but at its core it’s also 
about people. It’s about providing our 
patients with the Ix-sl care possible. 
Period.

the need Is urgent and immediate, but 
not otherwise. When acute care needs 
have been met, community beds allow 
our patients to retain their independ¬ 
ence and increase their comfort while 
still receiving the top-quality care they 
require. 

That’s why AHS will move forward 
now with an accelerated expansion of 
community living options this year 
;uid over the next three years. It will 
create close to 800 new beds. 

Our critics have suggested we are 
closing acute care beds. That is inac¬ 
curate. Those beds were actually not 
available to be used for acute hospital 
care because they were occupied by 
folks who should have been provided 
more appropriate seniors' cart 1 else¬ 
where. We are actually adding 60 beds 
to the acute care capacity, at first in 
the emergency department. Then, we 
have hundreds of other beds to add to 
the acute capacity as we need them. 

There’s a long list of facilities where 
we’re adding capacity. They are ready 
and, like us they want to move quickly. 
Some of them are run by groups like 
Covenant Health in Edmonton or 
other faith based organizations that 
run long-term care, designated assist¬ 
ed living and other supportive living 
environments. Some are run by pri¬ 
vate care providers, as has lxx*n the 
cast 1 for many years. There are lots of 
participants in this plan to ensure that 
we have the right spaces available. 

Forty hospital IhhIs in Calgary and 
20 in Edmonton will be used to help 
ease emergency department pres¬ 
sures. Our critics conveniently ignore 
that point. Why? 

No matter; we are focused on 
patients. We want to ensure that emer¬ 
gency departments function better. We 


A hospital is not a home. It is a place 
to go when you or your family have an 
urgent need. It is the place where pro¬ 
fessionals, trained to provide acute 
care, can provide the best care possi¬ 
ble. When that need has been met, the 
best place to provide continuing care 
is in the community. Every day 
between 850 and 400 patients are wait¬ 
ing in hospital in mqjor cities in 
Alberta for a bed in supportive living, 
long-term care or at home where they 
can be supported by home care. They 
are not getting the best care we can 
provide them. We are going to change 
that. Decisions regarding individual 
placement are best left in the hands of 
medical professionals. But 1 will chal¬ 
lenge the critics of Alberta Health 
Services’ community and acute care 
plan who say that when these patients 
an 1 transferred into the community 
they are gett ing a lower quality of care. 
Aside from being disrespectful of the 
professionals who provide community 
care, it ignores what medical leaders 
say. It is simply not tnie to allege an 
inappropriate level of care Is provided 
in community spaces, and I invite 
them to leave those decisions - as we 
do - to the people who are focused on 
patients, not personal or political 
agendas. 

If that's not enough, ask the people 
who are in those hospital beds where 
they would rather 1 h>. Surveys show 
that most of the people who an* wait¬ 
ing in hospitals say they would much 
rather have care closer to home.

Town officials are taking action to reform sport in the 
wake of what they call “issues” of unruly spectator behav¬ 
iour and poor sportsmanship. 

Earlier tills month, council joined True Sport, a social 
movement geared to eliminate aggressive s|>ectator Ix-hav- 
iour, cheating and bullying in sport. 

The program will allow councillors to promote positive 
ethics by championing good conduct and leading by exam¬ 
ple. 

That means you can expect town employees sitting in on 
games to be on their best behaviour. 

“They joining is a jioworful message in itself. They ;in- 
showing everyone they believe- in positive sport,” said 
Rosemary Pit field, spokesperson for TYue Sport. 

Didsbury will Ik- among 1,700 communities, schools and 
sport teams across Canada who belong to the movement 
that’s geared to keep games fun. 

Town councillors hope once other sport teams see they 
support strong values in athletics, they will sign up too. 

“There is a need for the town to express a philosophy that 
demoastrates the need for good sportsmanship and role 
modelling for adults,” said Roy Brown, chief administrative 
officer for the Town of Didsbury. 

“If everyone got on board and practised.. .Thie Sport, we 
wouldn’t have (the) issues we’ve had in the past." 

He wouldn’t elaborate on the Issues that prompted the 
town to adopt the social policy, though in a public document 
administration cited problems with Didsbury minor hockey 
as a reason. 

“When council members consider the Issues that council 
has had to become involved in relative to minor hookey, if 
minor lux-key and every parent subscribed to these same 
principles, the issues would become non-issues,” the dwu- 
ment read. 

Brown wouldn’t explain what “issues” the town was 
involved in, just saying “people who use the town facilities 
an- having an impact on other |x-ople’s use of town facili¬ 
ties.”

The Didsbury Dragons tore into the Carstairs Tigers 
in a hard-fought game, Saturday. 

The first quarter was a defensive battle the Dragons 
won with one field goal giving them a three-point 
lead. 

In the second quarter, the Dragons had the wind to 
their back and were able to make a few long passes for 
two touchdowns by running back Colby Freeborn and 
wide receiver James Lefebvre. 

Before the end of the half Carstairs clawed back w ith 
a 40 yard run, scoring their first touchdowm of the sea¬ 
son. The momentum didn’t last long as Freebom took 
a punt return back for a touchdown in the second quar¬ 
ter and Lefebvre scored the last touchdown of the 
afternoon with another long pass.
